To tum your Newbom Kitten ON, pull back the 
plush flap overthe battery doorand switch the 
ON/OFF switch to ON. Then replace the flap. 


Once tumed on, yoursleepy Newbom Kitten will 
begin to wake up. She will start to move herhead 
to an upnght "awake" postion and will then open 
hereyes. Now it’stime to play with your Kitten!
